Action line 


I heard on the news recently that the 


U.S. is consuming more gasoline than 
ever these days, in spite of efforts to 
conserve energy. But I've never heard 
anyone say just how much gas we do 
use. Any idea? 


According 
to the Federal Energy 


Administration, America's 100 million 
registered automobiles consume some 
70 trillion gallons of gasoline each year - 
- about 14 per cent of all the enrgy used 
in the United States. 


The average auto, the FEA says, gets 


less than 13.7 miles per gallon and 
consumes well over 700 gallons of gas to 
travel an average of 10,000 miles in a 
year. 


Automotive gasoline used each year 


by U.S. motorists constitutes almost 
three-quarters of all gasoline used and 
28 per cent of all petroleum used. 


Incidentally, the FEA says that if the 


fuel consumption of the average car 
were to be reduced just 15 per cent - 
through fewer daily trips and better 
maintenance, primarily - the nation's 


ption would fall by 


more than 680,000 barrels a day, or 
about four per cent of today's total 
demand. 


Another way of looking at that, the 


FEA says, is that if every automobile 
would reduce driving by about 13 miles 
a week (one gallon of gas,) then the 
U.S. would conserve about 5.2 billion 
gallons a year, or about seven per cent 
of the total passenger car demand for 
gasoline. 


Some months ago, Navarro county 


Commissioner R. J. Henderson had a 
paved road between Bazette and the 
Prairie Point Cemetery covered with 
gravel. At the time, Henderson told us 
he was going to pave the road, which 
residents had already paid for to have 
paved. He has not done so, and when it 
rains that road is nearly impassable. 
When is he going to finish the job he 
started? 


First, R. J. Henderson says that road 


wasn't paved, but rather was an oil 
road. He says the oil had worn out 
completely on the road before he 
spread the gravel you mention, and that 
he put down the gravel to fill in the pot 
holes. 


Henderson says he had started to do 


some more gravel work on the road a 
couple of weeks ago, but that the bad 
weather caught him. He says he won't 
get back to work on re-oiling the road 
until next summer. 


Henderson evidently holds a different 


opinion of the road than you do. He says 
the road is a better road than many 
others in the county, and he added that 
he wished he had other roads as good as 
the one you mention. 


Twice in the last month, I have nearly 


been run down by a police car making 
an emergency run. The squad cars, 
both times, had the red lights on, but 
there was no siren going and I didn't see 
them approaching the intersections 
either time. Both times the police cars 
have run red lights, and both times I've 
nearly 
been hit. Aren't 
officers 


required to warn motorists with the 
siren when they are going to run traffic 
signals? 


Yes they are, according to the Texas 


Uniform Act. That act, in Article 2, 
exempts the operator of an emergency 
vehicle from certain provisions of 
traffic laws, when actually responding 
to an emergency. 


But the act 
also 
requires 
the 


emergency vehicle driver to show due 
regard to the safety of all persons using 
the roadway. 


When an officer is responding to an 


emergency call or pursuing an actual 
or suspected violator of the law, he is 
required to sound the siren in a manner 
which will give ample warning of his 
approach. Corsicana police officers 
have been told that the use of the red 
light alone is not sufficient to qualify 
the vehicle as an emergency vehicle, 
and therefore the siren should be used 
anytime the squad car is to violate the 
"rules of the road." 


This does not mean the siren needs to 


be operated continuously, but rather 
that it should be sounded at in- 
tersections and at any other time when 
the officer "is driving in a manner that 
violates the rules of the road and is 
asking for the right to use the roadway 
in a manner that will conflict with the 
ordinary rights of some other person. .

Police Chief Don Massey said his 


officers have been told this, but may 
sometimes not think to use the siren. In 
any case, he asked that you call him 
and tell him of any such instances when 
they happen so he can talk with the 
officer 
and 
remind 
him 
of 
the

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County costs soar in 


Revenue sharing and inflation reasons cited

Navarro County expenditures 


by the end of 1976 are expected 
to reflect a 9.2 per cent increase 
over 1975. This year's spending 
should 
also 
show an 
ap- 


proximate 73 per cent increase 
over spending in 1971. 


The cost of running county 


offices has risen from $276,000 
in 1971 to around $600,000 by the 
end of this year. The four 
precincts also reflect large 
spending 
increases, 
from 


$450,000 five years ago to almost 
$700,000 by the end of 1976. 


The entire blame for the 


expenditure increases cannot 
be laid at the feet of inflation. 
Several 
factors, 
including 


Revenue Sharing, procedural 
changes 
and 
equipment 


replacement, have helped the 
price of county government 
skyrocket. 


REVENUE 
SHARING has 


had a great effect on county 
government spending in four 
areas: the district attorney's 
office; the sheriff's office; and 
the commissioner's precinct's. 


The federal largess was first 


received by the county in 1972, 
but the initial $83,000 was not 
spent until 1973 when it was 
added to the $225,000 the county 
received that year. The first two 
years the money was spent saw 
$109,000 go to the 
sheriff's 


budget and $194,000 distributed 
over the four precincts. The 
district attorney's office did not 
start using revenue sharing 
until 1974 when it received 
$10,000. 


Total expenditures in the 


precincts, 
including revenue 


sharing money, has increased 
from $450,000 in 1971 to close to 
$700,000 this year. Spending in 
the precincts is up 17 per cent 
over the 1975 total of $594,820. 


The largest percentage in- 


crease in expenditures in the 
precincts over the last five 
years has been in Precinct 3, 
now 
headed 
by 
outgoing 


Commissioner 
Ellis Mon- 


tgomery. 


THE PRECINCT'S 


So many beautiful buildings going up in 


town, like shopping centers, and people 
are coming here from all around to spend 
their money. And no rest rooms for the 
public. Do stores have to provide rest 
rooms for the public? 


Municipal Services Director Delma 


Ware has answered this question so many 
times that he has it memorized. Once 
again, he noted, there is no city ordinance 
or statute which requires retail stores to 
provide rest rooms to the public. 


He noted that many do so as a matter of 


good business practice, but they don't have 
to do so. If they do, however, those 
facilities must meet certain city health 
and building standards.

has increased 75.7 per cent from 
$100,402 in 1971 to about $176,000 
this year. The main increases 
are in repairs, gas and oil and 
gravel. Expenditures for gas 
and oil have gone from the 
$4,500 spent in 1971 to $25,000 
spent already this year. Gravel 
expenditures have risen 
to 


$13,420 this year from the $7,000 
spent in 1971. Cost of repairs in 
the precinct have risen com- 
parably from $7,700 in 1971 to 
$32,000 this year. 


Precinct 1, now headed by 


Clint Bell, has had the smallest 
spending increase over the last 
five years. Total expenditure in 
1971 
amounted 
to 
$109,004 


compared to the little over 
$170,000expected to be spent by 
the end of this year. Spending 
actually decreased by 21 per 
cent from 1973 to 1974 and has 
not increased by more than 15 
per cent in the two years since 
then. 


The 
biggest 
expense 
of 


Precinct 1 have been gravel, 
equipment, labor, and repairs. 
Close to $16,000 was spent on 
repairs in the first ten months of 
1976. 


Precinct 2, now headed by 


Commissioner R.J. Henderson, 
has increased its expenditures 
by 65 per cent from the $110,654 
spent in 1971 to around $183,337 
this year. The replacement of 
equipment in the precinct has 
helped raise the spending this 
year 25 per cent over 1975. 


Over the last five years right- 


of-way and gravel purchases 
have increased in the precinct. 
In 1974 and 1975 expenditures 
decreased 17 per cent and six 
per cent, respectively, over the 
preceeding years. 


EQUIPMENT AND gravel 


purchases over the last five 
years in Commissioner Billy 
Hargorve's Precinct 4 have 
helped push the spending level 
up 61 per cent over 1971. A total 
of $167,111 is expected to be 
spent this year compared to a 
1971 expenditure of $103,788. 


Three of the four precincts 


have made major equipment 
replacements in the last two 
years that accounts for a good 


part of the 17 per cent ex- 
penditure increase by those 
three precincts. Precinct 3 is 
the only precinct that has not 
replaced equipment in the last 
two to three years of any sub- 
stantial amount. 


Revenue-sharing money has 


paid for some of the material 
used by the precincts over the 
years. In 1974 revenue-sharing 
money paid for 
$41,000 in 


equipment, $26,000 in gravel, 
and $2,700 in culverts. In the last 
six months of this year the 
$35,704 
in 
revenue-sharing 


designated for the precincts 
was divided up equally among 
the four in the road and bridge 
funds. 


A factor to consider is that 


since 1974 gas and oil ex- 
penditures have more than 
doubled for more than one 
reason. The total spent by all 
precincts on gas and oil in 1974 
was $17,000. In 1975 the cost just 
about doubled and this year the 
amount is already up around 
$50,000.

entire 1971 sheriff's office ex-

without revenue-sharing 
the 


cost of county law enforcement 
has more than doubled in five 
years. 


The 
sheriff's 
office, 
now 


headed by Jerry Shelton, will 
have spent close to $200,000 by 
the end of this year. Almost 70 
per cent of the sheriff's money 
goes to pay salaries. The 
number of deputies employed 
has also more than doubled 
since 1971. Consequently the 
mileage costs have risen from 
$7,760 in 1971 to $30,600 in 1974

replacing cars once they hit the 
100,000 mile mark has also 
contributed 
to 
expenditure 


increases. The 
sheriff 
has 


money budgeted for one new 
car and has asked for $10,000 in 
revenue sharing money for two 
more cars in 1977. 


The District Attorney's office, 


now run by Pat Batchelor, has 
seen expenditures rise 53 per 
cent since 1971 with current 
expenditures expected to reach 
$28,874. 


The office began receiving 


revenue-sharing funds in 1974 
when 
it 
received 
$10,000. 


Approximately 
$13,000 
in 


revenue-sharing money was 
used by the office in 1976 to pay 
the salary of the assii 
district attorney. 


THE INCREASES 
IN the 


county attorney's office from 
1975 to 1976, besides revenue- 
sharing, were caused by postal 
and telephone rate hikes and 
salary 
increases. 
However, 


from 1974 to 1975, the overall 
expenditures decreased by 14 
per cent, from $31,000 to $27,000. 


Tracing the expenditures of 


the county judge's office entails 
looking in different funds under 
different offices. The 
office, 


now run by Rob Dunn, shows an 
increase of about 33 per cent 
over the last five years. The 
judge's salary in 1975, as in 
other years, was paid from both 
the general and officer's salary 
funds. 


However, in 1975, his salary 


was listed as an expense of the 
commissioners court along with 
the salary of his secretary and 
his 
travel 
expenses. Con- 


sequently, the 1974 and 1975 
figures show a 73 per cent 
decrease in office expenditures 
and likewise a comparison of 
the 1975 to 1976 figures show an 
increase from $6,500 to about 
$25,000. 


Other than those items the 


judge's office expenditures rose 
for the same reasons other 
offices 
expenditures 
rose; 


salary raises and office supplies 
costs. 


THE 
COMMISSIONERS 


court expenditures, minus the 
expenses of the county judge, 
still show a good sized increase 
over 1971 spending. Expen- 
ditures this year should reach 
around $10,000 compared to the 
$2,100 spent in 1971. 


The addition of a secretary in 


1975 and the quadrupling of 
convention 
expenses, 
(from 


$1,000 in 1971 to $4,000 in 1976), 
are the prime factors in the 
increases there. 


The accounting system in- 


stalled almost two years ago 
drove up the cost of operations 
in the county treasurer's and 


county auditor's 
offices. 


Prior to the introduction of the 
system the treasurer's office 
was essentially not in use. In 
1971 the office cost $2,790 to run 
and by the end of this year close 
to $36,000 is expected to be 
spent. 


The auditor's office went 


4through a similar, but not so 
drastic, activation 
with the 


advent of the new system. In 
1971, $20,500 was spent on 
salaries, 
supplies 
and 


telephones. Close to $31,000 will 
have been spent on basically the 
same items this year. 


These two offices are really 


the heart of the accounting 
system, whereas before the 
treasurer's office was not used 
and the auditor's purpose was 
only to prepare the annual 
financial report and pay the 
bills presented to him. Under 


the new system both offices 
keep a check on county spen- 
ding on a day-to-day basis. 


THE COST OF ASSESSING 


and collecting taxes has jumped 
from $68,000 in 1971 to around 
$119,200 this year. The ex- 
penditures in Jerry Scott's tax 
office have increased about 13 
per cent over spending in 1975 
mainly due to salary raises. 
Over a five-year period the 
higher cost of office supplies 
and postage, along with salary 
increases, 
have 
raised ex- 


penditures by 74 per cent. 


The county and district clerks 


office expenditures have gone 
up at a fairly level rate. The 
five-year 
increase 
for 
the 


county clerk is around 53 per 
cent, from $34,000 in 1971 to 
about $53,000. 


Spending in Clyve Riddels' 


office went up only one per cent 
from 1974 to 1975. Overall ex- 
penditures have risen on an 
average of about 11 per cent a 
year. 


Bud 
Currington's 
district 


4 clerk's office costs have risen 
1 around 34 per cent, from $22,651 
in 1971 to about $30,000 in 1976. 
The increases have averaged 
about seven per cent a year. 
The higher expenditures by 
both these offices have been 
caused by salary raises and the 
climbing cost of office supplies. 


Procedural changes in the 


manner judges have been paid 
have caused the cost of the 
justice 
courts 
to 
reflect 


tremendous expenditure jump 
over the last five years. 


In 1971 the combined costs of 


Place 1 Justice of the Peace 
W.H. Tipton and Place 2 Justice 
of the Peace G.W. O'Neal 
courts' was $7,197. By the end of 
this year the cost is expected to 
be about $45,000. Judges used to 
be paid on a fee system and now 
their salaries and other court 
expenses are budgeted line 
items.

He 
added that Editor Armistead 
paid $48 in county taxes on his 
home that was valued by the 
county at $5,000. 


"Those valuations are off a 


good deal," he said. 


Dunn said he used to live in 


the area that Editor Armistead 
lived in and knew "about what 
the houses are worth." He said 
it wouldn't be fair to raise the 
taxes on people like them that 
weren't earning any income off 
their land.

Firemen list Christmas 
fire safety precautions 


The Corsicana Fire Depart- 


ment offers some do's and 
don'ts to insure a safe holiday. 


The department suggests that 


when buying a tree make sure 
the tree is a firm, fresh tree. 
They suggest the tree be stored 
in a cool place with the base of 
the tree in water until you're 
ready to decorate it. In the case 
of an artificial tree the firemen 
say to be sure to look for the UL 
label which tells you it is 
classified as flame resistant. 


Another "do" 
idea is to 


remember 
to 
check 
the 


decorative lighting strings for 
frayed wires, broken cords, and 
loose sockets. These conditions 
pose 
potential 
electrical 


hazards. They suggest light 
strings that bear a UL label. 


When trimming the tree, 


avoid using candles or other 
decorations that might ignite 
easily. Keep the tree away from 


the fireplace, radiator, and the 
TV set or any other source of 
heat that may cause the tree to 
become dry, thus creating a fire 
hazard. 


On the don't side of the coin, 


firemen ask that you be sure not 
to overload the electrical cir- 
cuits in your home. The wires 
that carry more current than 
they can handle may overheat 
and cause a fire. They suggest 
reading 
the 
manufacturer's 


instructions on lighting strings 
carefully and not use more than 
the recommended number of 
lights on one circuit. 


The 
department 
also 


recommends turning off the 
decorations when you leave 
home or turn in for the night. 


The firemen's last suggestion 


is for when you're purchasing 
gifts for people you care about. 
They suggest that you check for 
the UL label.

Zoning board to keep its 
policy on mobile homes 


Corsicana 
Planning 
and 


Zoning Board members agreed 
Wednesday afternoon to con- 
tinue their present unofficial 
policy toward mobile homes 
until the city commission in- 
structs them to prepare a 
definite policy. 


Meeting in a work session, the 


planners also agreed to request 
an opinion from City Attorney 
Glenn Stewart on how legally 
binding stipulations placed on 
specific use permits are. 


The board's unofficial policy 


regarding 
mobile 
home 


requests is to allow specific use 
permits for that purpose south 
of the Cotton Belt- tracks and 
east of Highway 75, and only 
grant permits for hardship 
cases in the north part of town. 


Billy Bob Collier said that he 


feels the solution to the mobile 
home problem could come with 
the development of a new 
mobile home park. He noted 
that whereas the park on Easy 
St., the city's largest "started 
out pretty nice," it is now 
"worse than ridiculous." 


COLLIER OPINED that a 


new 
development 
that 
is 


properly 
maintained 
would 


encourage people to locate in 
the mobile home park instead of 
requesting 
the specific use 


permits for areas not zoned for 
mobile homes. 


A check of planning and 


zoning records showed that 
since the planning guidelines 
were established, there have 
been 19 requests for mobile 
home permits in the southside 
of town, 6 on the eastside and 5 
in the north part of town where 
the planners would like to keep 
them out. 


One of the reasons behind the 


Wednesday meeting, according 
to P&Z Chairman Don Marett, 
is the request from Ronnie 
Willis for a specific use permit 
f or.a mobile home at 900 N. 19th, 
north of the unofficial boundary 
line. 


This request is currently 


tabled, but its future looks 
rocky judging from the reaction 
of the four P&Z members 
present, who agreed with Effie 
Frank's 
assessment 
that 


hardship spot zoning is one 
thing, but that zoning changes 
for rent property should not be 
considered. 


WHILE THE WEDNESDAY 


meeting was called to deal with 
mobile homes, the subject of 
zoning changes for duplexes 
also arose as the board mem- 
bers discussed the amount of 
controversy 
they're 
an- 


ticipating over both issues. 


The future of duplexes on 


Northwood Blvd. also looks 
bleak, Marett saying he's "not 
so sure we didn't make a 
mistake" in allowing one zoning 
change for duplexes along that 
street. 


Marett 
continued 
that 


developers "knew what the land 
was zoned for when they bought 
it," and that the city should try 
to maintain its five-year old 
master plan. 


City Commissioner Wayne 


Norris, who sat in on the work 
session, concurred with the 


need to maintain the guidelines 
established in the master plan.
